Ottawa.—Canada has taken steps 
to join with Great Britain and the 


United States in joining two years | 


from now in the propesed celevra- 
tion of the hundred years of peace 
between the two great branclies of 
the English-speaking people.

Cubans to Arm With Krag-Jorgenson
